formal charges. He said he 
should have been present at 
the meeting at which the 
council decided to ask him to 
leave.

what baby feels as distressful 
and pleasurable. Feelings of 
hunger, coldness, wetness or 
loud sounds are mini- crises,

respond to the signals. 
S o m e t i m e s

i s n ’t 
possible to jump and care for 
his needs right away, so the 
infant learns to deal with

is. 
How does a baby 
develop into a mature adult,

crises? 
To 
understand 
how he 
e x p e r ie n c e s 
these 
crises, 
parents need to understand 
what baby feels as distressful 
and pleasurable. Feelings of 
hunger, coldness, wetness or 
loud sounds are mini- crises, 
which could become major 
cri se s 
if 
parents 
don’t 
respond to the signals. 
S o m e t i m e s 
it 
i s n ’t 
possible to jump and care for 
his needs right away, so the 
infant 
learns 
to deal 
with 
distressing 
em otions 
and 
feelings and that they can be 
o v e r c o m e . 
This 
develops 
confidence in his being able 
to deal with stress later in 
life. 
As 
he 
grows, 
stranger 
anxiety
